by public or private users, feed 
grain terminal facilities and pota- 
to storage and centralized packing 
facilities; (2) $12,300,000 for bridge 
and highway improvements; (3) 
$2,000,000 for energy conservation 
improvements. in state-owned 
‘puildings; (4) $1,500,000 for devel- 
opment of state park facilities; 
(5) $1,000,000 to assist municipali- 
ities with solid waste for resource 
conservation and recovery sys- 
tems; (6) $600,000 for equipment 
replacement for the Maine Public 
Broadcasting Network. 

The question involving $33,300,000 
for agricultunal. and economic de- 
velopment hias attracted the most 
interest throughout the state. Of 
these funds $300,000 are for air- 
port improvements; $5,000,000, con- 
struction and modernization of po- 
tato storage atid centralized pack- 
ing facilities; and $28,000,000 for 
the construction of port facilities.
